Roller Coater Painting Easy, Fun

Of course roller painting doesn't 
liminate the paint brush, by any 
means. You need a brush to reach 
the areas adjoining the ceiling 
edge, the corners of the room and 
lie woodwork.

This does not 
include shellac or lacquer. Flat oil 
paints, enamels, latex-base paints 
and the casein types are all among

Rollers come in various makes, 
ypes and sizes. The different cov* 
tings available for them make it 
XM&ible to achieve various textur- 
ed effects.

about that?" Veblen replied, "That is not my responsibility; 
mine is only to observe and to set down what I see.

spell only that Veblen was a socialist—or worse. Those who 
mew well this eccentric scholar would be by no means so 
sure. They would be surer that he was one of this "cult of 
objectivity who believed his duty ceased with mapping the 
economic seas. Navigating them belonged to businessmen 
and statesmen.

The reputable scholar and teacher has always shied away 


from indoctrination as a breach of intellectual honesty. The 
few who surreptitiously implant subversive ideas are despised 
by their colleagues as deeply as by the congressional and leg* 
islatlve committees who seek to ferret them out. Yet it w 
likely, as Dr. Carmichael implies, that the merepresentation* 
of observations and theories without concurrent building of 
any positive philosophy which gives them meaning and direc- 
tion represents a gneat weakness of the free world hi its fight 
against Communism ideology.

—without borrowing the Communists' method and thus serv- 
ing one of the Communists' ends?

JfiCOBY ON BRIDGE 


Learn Signals; Win at Bridge 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


When declarer is trying to es- 


tablish dummy's long suit the de 
fenders will often want to hold up 
their ace until exactly the right 
time comes to take it. The right 
time, of course, comes when de- 
clarer plays his last card in dum- 
my's long suit. 


If the defenders take their aca 


too soon, declarer will be able to 
get to dummy's long suit. If the 
defenders wait too long, however, 
they may never get their ace. 


In this situation, experts have a 


way of signaling. The player who 
does not hold the ace signals the 
number of cards he has in the suit. 
He plays his lowest card If ha has 
exactly three cards; and he begins 
a high-low if he has either two or 
four cards. 


Both methods of signaling are 


illustrated in today's hand, and 
both methods helped defeat the de* 
clarer's game contract. West open- 
ed the thtee of hearts, and South 
properly played dummy's jack. 


East won with the king of hearts 


and returned the suit, forcing out 
dummy's ace. This removed the 
only side entry to dummy's long 
cult. 


South naturally went after the 


diamonds, leading a low diamond 
fiom the dummy and playing the 
king from his own hand. East 
carefully followed suit with the 
seven of diamonds on this first 
round o( the suit. 


West refused the first trick and 


then refused the second diamond 
likewise. He knew that his part- 
ner's signal showed two cards in 
the suit, which meant that South 
must have the remaining three dia- 
monds. 


Having won two diamond tricks, 


South saw that there was no ad- 
vantage in leading the suit again. 
He switched to clubs, leading the 
king from his hand. 


West properly refused this trick 


likewise, and East carefully follow- 
ed suit with the deuce. This card, 
obviously East's lowest club, show- 
ed that he held three clubs. Once 
more West was able to count the 
suit, and he thus knew that South 
held exactly three clubs. West 
therefore refused two club tricks 
and thus shut out dummy's second 
long suit. 


Now South was able to make 


only two tricks in each suit, and 
was thus unable to make his game 
contract.

There is a strong family tenden- 


cy to baldness. In such families 
the hair line over tha temples 
gradually recedes and tha hair be- 
comes thin at the crown. As time 
goes on the hairless area becomes 
larger and larger until the whole 
top of the head resembles an egg 
shell. 


Tha so-called "cures" range all 


the way from "singeing the hair 
to keep the juice from running 
out" (and, Incidently. the hair is 
not hollow), to costly instruments 
for "massaging" the scalp or pro- 
ducing some other marvelous ef- 
fect on hair growth, 


Although claims are made for 


many "hair restorers," there are 
too many failures from any form 
of treatment to justify the belief 
that there is a good prevention or 
cure. 


But it is probably true that dan- 


druff or poor circulatldn in the 
scalp will speed the loss of hair. 
Consequently, if any such condi- 
tion is present, treatment of the 
dandruff and massage of the scalp 
aimed at improving the circulation 
may delay, though it probably will 
not stop, the gradual loss of hair. 


One peculiar kind of baldness is 


called alopecia areata, In this the 
hair falls out completely In small 
to large roundish spots, or may 
involve .total loss of hair of the 
scalp, eyebrows and eyelashes. 
This is probably a true disease of 
some kind, though just what causes 
it no one has .yet discovered. The 
hair is often gone for several 
months and then, more often 
not, grows back just aa before. 
HAIR NATURALLY RETURNS 


There'are other conditions which 


cause loss of hair. The hair fre~ 
qqently falls out after infectious 
diseases such aa typhoid, scarlet 
fever, influenza or some toxic con- 
dition. After a while, however, the 
hair usually grows back in and 
may be heavier or even a slightly 
different shade. Treatment of this 
type of loss of hair is usually not 
necessary, since nature takes care 
of the situation. 


By and large the claims of, any-

of labor. Be sure to use it at the lower speeds. If 
your kitchen has only hand tools, get in the habit 
of using a wooden spoon. Its surface and material 
is "right" for the creaming Job.

Another criteria 
is to listen—there should be hardly any sound of 
sugar crystals gritting along the sides of the bowl.

Have you ever made a Christmas 


ball and hung it from a central 
lighting fixture or doorway? The 
children might like to help with 
these.

Edward Joslin, of St. John's, was 
operated on Friday by Dr. Irving 
S. Cooper at the University hospi- 
tal, of the New York University 
Medical Center. 


The boy's fall from a moving 


truck last April paralyzed his 
right side and stopped his ability 
to speak. 


With money from the United 


Mine Workers welfare fund, Carl 
was brought to the hospital, where 
X-rays were taken and a. diagnosis 
made. 


The hospital said a large blood 


clot, encased in a fibrous mem- 
brane, was found covering the left 
side of Carl's brain. Dr. Cooper, 
associate professor of neuroaurgery 
post graduate medical school, re- 
moved the membrane and clot to 
relieve pressure on the boy's brain. 


The hospital announcement said: 
"Immediately upon Carl's wak- 


ing from the anesthesia, move- 
ment of the right extremities, par- 
alyzed for eight months, was noted. 


"However, the doctors cautioned 


against optimism. The post-opera- 
tive period will be a critical one 
and although a fair chance for re- 
covery is held out, it will depend 
on many factors."
